As we meet in this Seventy-third Anneal Convention of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska, we are conscious of the 
fact that we have been laboring under tremendous stress and strain.

Twelve years have passed since we last enjoyed the hospitality 
of this congregation.

TABITHA HOME 
Sustained by the Providence of Almighty God and borne on the 


| wings of material prosperity, Tabitha Home has rendered another 


year of service to the One who said: “In as much as ye have done it 
unto the least of these my brethren . .. ye have done it unto Me”. 


Tabitha Home this year is 59 years old; has been under the 
auspices of the Lutheran Church since 1906; has cared for over 2000 . 
children and many old people have found refuge within her walls. 
Many problems faced the management during the year but one of the 
members of the Board who has been connected with the Home since 
it became a Lutheran Home, made the statement : “I have never 
known the Home to be running smoother than now.” 


_ On March 1, there were 71 aged guests living in the Home. Dur- 
ing the year the total number of aged served was 87. There were 64 
children living at Tabitha during the year. There were 37, ages 
ranging from 4 to 14 at the Home on March 1, A number of activi- 
ties have been instituted in the Home that have had both spiritual 
and therapeutic value to the aged. 


‘The real thrill came to the Board at its Annual Meeting, March 
13, when the report on the Building Fund was made. On January 1, 
1943, this fund was $21,450.00 In the two years 1943 and 1944 there 
Was over $100,000.00 added to the Building Fund. At the time of the 
meeting of the Board, this Fund wag $126,000.00. The Superintendent 
‘Teported that 48 rooms had been subscribed for and paid.

(Supplementary to Committee on Parish Life and Work) 

This report covers the activity of the Children of the Church in 
our Synod. We have nothing to report as to the work of the Light 
_ Brigades, Cub Scouts, Children’s Choirs and Junior Luther Leagues. 
We insert here the report of our untiring and devoted Nebraska 
Children of the Church Secretary, Miss Amanda Jorn. 


“First, I would like to say—that if we had a good report last 


year—the Pastors must not blame me but thank God that His Spirit 


led and guided so it could be accomplished through my feeble ef- 
forts. Personally, I think the credit goes to the local congregations 
where there are consecrated workers who give their time to ‘Live 
with the children.’ So few people seem to take to it. It seems to be 
an unpopular job in the Church (maybe ‘unpopular’ is the wrong 
word to express it’). But when asked, why no Children of the 
Church, the answer seems to be no leaders. 


“Also, I’m very thankful for our fine consecrated Children of — 


the Church State Treasurer, Miss Ella Braun, of Grand Island, and 
her perfect cooperation in the work. She is such a busy person- - 
teaching school, and caring for and making a home for aged parents 
who are very feeble, I have heard—yet she gives splendid service. 


“Second. Though we have about 29 groups on the roll, we hear 
so seldom from some congregational secretaries that we do not know 
much about what is being done in their respective Children of .the 
Church groups. But the leaders that do report regularly complain 
that the attendance is on the decrease. Families seem to be drifting 
into other interests in these times of stress and strain. But on 
this, Mrs. Fenner, National Children of the Church Secretary, gave 
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‘a long ago village Church of England, that always dismissed the

But on the na- 
tional] records, Nebraska is accredited with $125 since the last quar- 
ter’s gift of $78 did not get to Philadelphia before their books closed, 
This is the largest offering Nebraska Children have ever had as far 
as I was able to trace our records.

UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA LUTHERAN STUDENT | 
PASTOR’S REPORT 

Mareh, 1945 

To the Synods of the National Lutheran Council: 

Synods of the Nationa] Lutheran Council continue to cooperate 
harmoniously in serving Lutheran students on the campus of the 
University of Nebraska and the State Agricultural College, Lincoln, 
Nebraska. This work in general is supervised by the Board of Edu- 
cation of the ULCA and the Student Service Commission of the 
American Lutheran Conference. On the campus the work is under 
the direction of the University Lutheran Committee, which includes 
the Pastors and lay representatives of the local National Lutheran 
Council Churches. The committee employs the University Pastor, one 
of the local pastors who devotes part time to ministry to students. 
The committee meets with him at least once each month during the 
school year to receive reports, to council with him and in other ways 
to direct and help further the work among Lutheran students. 2 


The University Lutheran Pastor seeks to contact all National 
Lutheran Council students personally and by mail, holds regular of- 
fice hours in the Temple Buiulding on the campus, serves as advisor 
to the local Lutheran Student Association and meets with the stu- 
dents at their reguluar weekly meetings. He cooperates with other 
religious workers on the campus in the Council of Religious Welfare 
and in general represents the Lutheran Church on the University 
During the past school year the enrollment has again been con- 
siderably below normal with a tgtal second semester registration of 
242 Lutheran students. In normal times there would have been about 
550 Lutheran students. In the post-war period this number may be- 
come considerably larger. If anticipated enrollments should become 
a reality and if the proportion of Lutheran students at the Univer- 
sity remain about the sam«, there may be as many as 800 or even 
1000 Lutheran students at the University after the war. 
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It appears self-evident from the above that an expanded pro- 

of student service should be planned and undertaken at the 

University of Nebraska. Under the present arrangement the Univer- 

sity Pastor can do only part time work. There is no Lutheran Stv- 

dent Center. The churches are all a mile or more from the campus. 

It is hoped that in the near future the necessary steps can be taken 
to serve the student group more zdequately. :

The Committee met four times during the year and submit the 
following report: 


BROADWATER was organized in 1934. This mission has been 
vacant since the resignation of Rev. E. F. Rohlfing, January 1, 1943. 
Raymond Bartels, a senior in the Seminary, has been supplying this 
se ie every other week during the past two years. The at- 
oo nce has been good and the organizations are well attended. 

erings are the best ever and a building fund has been started. 
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COLUMBUS was organized in 1931. Rev. John Shiery became 


the pastor of this mission June 1, 1944. The congregation is respond- _ 


ing in a remarkable way in attendance and in contributions, It paid 
the apportioned benevolence in full for the first time and almost 
reached its quota for Lutheran World Action. It paid $415.00 on its 


indebtedness. 


LUTHER MEMORIAL, OMAHA, was organized in 1936. Rev. 
W. F. Most became the supply pastor in February, 1943, and was 
called to become the regular pastor May 1, 1943. The communing 
membership increased 66% in 1944. The congregation went over the 
top in its contribution toward Lutheran World Action, paid 213% 
on its apportioned benevolence, and reduced its indebtedness $1,222. 
This is real progress. 

SCRIBNER was organized in 1935. Bev. R. V. Davis has been 
the pastor since 1941. This congregation has purchased the store 
building in which it has been worshiping for the past five years. 
The cost was $2,250 and is now paid for. Two years ago the congre- 
gation purchased two lots with an eleven room house, This is also 
paid for and it is on these lots the new church will be erected when 
war emergencies are over. The communing membership is now 170. 


SPENCER was organized in 1930. This mission is being sup- 
plied every other Sunday from the seminary. It is isolated from 
other ULCA congregations and needs special care. The field is larje 
and should become a self-supporting congregation under proper lead- 
ership. The communing membership is 87. The church building lacks 
Sunday School facilities. A fund is being developed for excavating a 
basement. The parsonage igs small and in fair condition. 


_ BELLEVUE was organized in October, 1944, This is our young- 
est mission. It was turned over to us by the Nationa! Lutheran 
Council. Rev. P. O. Anderson, a senior in the Seminary, is supplying 
every Sunday and will become the regular pastor, June 1. It was 
organized with 43 members and now has 63 with 15 prospects to 
unite with the congregation soon. The cost of the basement chapel 
was $3,037. The congregation has paid $1,000 on this indebtedness.
